Pennsylvania Line Making Some 


Experiments With Concrete 


Construction 


J. H. Flaherty, chief lineman of 
the Pennsylvania, aud a gang of men 
have just completed the installation 
of cement telegraph poles at Maples, 
Iud., covering a distance of one mile. 
These poles were made by H. W. 
Tapp, are from twenty-five to thirty 
feet long, nine indies square at the 
base for a distance of seven feet, and 
taper to six inches at the top, being 
octagon in shape tram the base por­ 
tion. 
They have niches on two sides 
at convenient distances to accommo­ 
date the spurs of the lineman who 
wishes to climb tnem and two holes 
in the top for the reception [of the 
iron rods which hold the cross-arms. 
The poles weigh about 2500 pounds, 
Mr. Flaherty and eight men 
them by means [of a jiu pole and 
tackle 
without 
difficulty,

them in the ground from five to six 
and a half feet, the depth regulated 
by the character of the soil.

known, these are the only poles of 
their kind in tha United States.

New York, Nov. 8 —By the election 
of J. T. Harahan as president of the 
Illinois Central Railroad company to 
succeed Stuyvesant Fish, it is believed 
that E. H. Harriman has at last real­ 
ized the fulfillment of his plan to con­ 
trol a railroad line from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific oceans. 
In this great 
plan the Illinois Central was the otfe 
link missing to complete a line of 
track from New York to San Fran­ 
cisco and Portland, Ore.; from the 
great lakes to the Gulf of Mexico, and 
from the Gulf to the Pacific again. 
Until within a few months Eastern 
terminals of the Harriman system 
were at Kansas City. Omaha and New 
Orleans. 
The first important step in 
the direction of securing the desired 
outlet on the Atlantic seaboard for the 
Union Pacific and the Southern Pacific 
railroads is believed to have been 
taken by Mr. Harriman several weeks 
ago when it was reported that one of 
the roads under his control hail taken 
over control of the Baltimore & Ohio I 
by purchase of a block of 40,000 
shares of the Baltimore & Ohio com­ 
pany. which was sold by the Pennsyl­ 
vania Railroad company. 
This would 
give Mr. Harriman a route from Chi 
cago and St. Louis to Baltimore and 
New York 
To complete the ambitious 
proposition for a continuous line from 
ocean to ocean, it was necessary only 
to connect#the Western terminals of 
the Baltimore & Ohio with the East 
em terminals of the Southern Pacific 
and Union Pacific, and this purpose 
the Illinois Central serves amply 
Its 
line from Omaha to Chicago ties to­ 
gether the Union Pacific and Balti­ 
more * Ohio, while the Illinois Cen­ 
tral branch from ( nieago to New Or­ 
leans gives the Southern Pacific en­ 
trance into Chicago and the seaboard. 
Taken together, this system, lf uni­ 
fied. puts under one control more than 
23,000 miles of track, capitalized at 
more than 11.700,000.000.
